markable exhibition for the reason that 
the Wrights have in the last six months 
made their machine capable of the most 
extraordinary bird-like movements.

button downtown Friday, so long as the

buttons lasted, was to walk in the mid- 
die of the street, and risk being hit by 
trolley cars and automobiles. 

Early in the afternoon the supply of 
50,000 uttons gave out, and Miss V.. A. 
L. Jones announced that an effort to 


get more in time had failed. Many of 
the solicitors continued their work, and 
explained to those whom. they “held 
up” that there were no more buttons, 
but that people would have the privilege 
of giving just the same. 

The buttons were for the benefit of 
the Mothers’ and Babies’ Home, they 
cost whatever the purchaser chose to 
pay for them, and their sale was 
pushed by hundreds of women and girls 
who stood on corners and in office 
building corridors.

Arthur Friedeberg had testified that 


fhe gave Erder one-fourth of a grain 


of morphine the day of his death, and 
the defense lays stress on this a8 & pos- 
sible cause of the death. 

“No, I found no morphine,” said Dr. 
Warren. ‘ 

“Does that mean there was no mor~ 
phine in the body?” 

“Not riecessarily. Small quantities 
might have been given without my being 
able to detect them.” 

Morphine Not itn Fatal Dose, 

“Then there might have been mor- 
phine there without your being able 
to find it?” 

“If enough had been administered to 
prove fatal, I would have found it,” 
said Dr. Warren positively, and Bishop 
took a new tack, apparently believing 
he had done more harm than good by 
the question. 

Dr. Warren said he found no atropine 
in the body. At this juncture, the noon 
recess interrupted the cross-examina- 
tion. 

Dr. Warren qualified as an expert by 
saying he was educated at Harvard, 
and had been dean of the medical de- 
partment at Washington University 
since 1898. Since 1890 he had made a 
special study of arsenic, he testified, 
and had examined the thyroid. gland 
(one of the glands in the neck) of % 
subjects, because some scientists say 
more arsenic accumulates there than ip 
any other part of the body, and that 
some arsenic may be found there, even 
in a healthy body. 


No Arsenite in Normal Body. 

“IT have never found any arsenic in a 
normal body,’’ said Dr. Warren, ‘‘and I 
am satisfied that it never accumulates, 
from food or otherwise, in a healthy 
person.” 

This testimony was regarded as im- 
portant by the prosecution, because Dr. 
L. B. Doxey, jointly indicted with his 
wife, but to be separately tried, had 
said part of the defense would be the 
declarations of French scientists that 
arsenic accumulates iQ all bodies, in 
small quantities. 

Dr. Warren told of receiving Erd- 
er’s organs Nov. 21 and taking them 
to his laberatory. They were placed 
in jars never used before, and espe- 
cially cleaned by him for the occa- 
sion. He tested them for all the alko- 
loids, he said—for strychnine, atro- 
pine, cocaine, morphine, atromorph- 
ine, nicotine and arsenic. 

Dr. Warren had a portfolio of papers 
with him, and consulted a memorandum 
when he testified as to the quantities 
of arsenic he found. He spoke clearly 
and positively. 

What Post Mortem Disclosed, 

Dr. Warren festified that he found 
arsefic trioxide in Erder’s organs in the 
following quantities: 

Brain, .11 millogram, or .002 grain. 

Bladder, .23 millogram, or .004 grain. 

Large intestines, 1, 2 millograms, or 

0016 grain. 

Small intestines, 3.3 millograms, or 

.0% grain. 

Pancreas, 
grain. 

Spleen, .5 millogram, or .008 grain. 

Right kidney, 1.4 millograms, or .02 
grain. 

Left kidney, 
grain. 

Liver, 7.9 millograms, or .12 grain.

A lengthy and tedious cross-examina- 
tion of Dr. Hartman did not bring out 
any vital new point, ana aia not shake 
his direct testimony, He admitted that 


he made no microscopic examination of | 


Erder’s organs. 


Judge Bishop dweit at iength on the 
tubercles Dr. Hartman observed on Er- 
der’s small intestine. These were due, 
Hartman explained, to an irritation of 
the intestine, not to tuberculosis. 

Judge Hugo Muench shared the bench 
with Judge Grimm; and was an inter- 
ested listener to the testimony. 

Qualifies as an Expert. 

Dr. Hartman’s direct testimony re- 
quired only half an hour. He said 
he had been one of the autopsy 
physicians in’ the Coroner's office 
five years, had performed 600 post- 
mortems and had assisted at 1200 
others. The autopsy on Erder was 
performed Nov. 21, and the body was 
found to be in a fair state of preser- 
vation, considering that death had 
occurred more than four months be- 
fore. There was some discoloration 
of various organs, due to the em- 
balming fluid; Dr. Hartman thought, 
and the face was turning dark. 

It was the body of a healthy man, 
Dr. Hartman testified, and nowhere 
was there any pathological condition 
which could have been responsible 
for natural death. 


Describes Body in Detail, 
Describing the body in detail, Dr. 
Hartman said the skull was normal, but 
that the brain was beginning to dis- 
integrate. There was no sign in it 
of hemorrhage or tumor, he said, and 
its membranes were in good condition. 
The spine was normal, the cord slight- 
ly hardened by the embalming fluid. 
The pleural cavity was slightly in- 
flamed, but Dr. Hartman said this was 
not unusual. The heart was normal, 
as were the lungs. 

Nowhere was there any evidence 
of tuberculosis, said Dr. Hartman. 
This testimony was regarded as im- 
portant in showing that Dr. Arthur 
Friedeberg was mistaken in diagnos- 
ing Erder’s malady as tuberculosis 
of the intestines, and so certifying 
after death. 

There were tubercles on the mesenteric 
lymphatic gland (small intestine) Dr. 
Hartman said, but they were not due to 
tuberculosis bacilli. A tubercle is any 
small knob-like enlargement. Dr. Hart- 
man’s description of those he found co- 
incided with Dr. Friedeberg’s descrip- 
tion of the tubercles on Erder's face and 
hands, which he treated. Dr. Friedeberg 
said also that their presence did not nec- 
essarily indicate a tuberculous condi- 
tion. 

Dr. Hartman found Erder’s kidneys in 
good condition, without any ‘marked. les- 
ion or hypernephroma (tumor), he said. 
The inner lining of the ladder was 
somewhat disintegrated... The liver was 
normal, and in good condition. 

Deputy Cordners rriere and Fath 
were present, but did not touch the or- 
gans, Dr. Hartman said. Dr. W. 4H, 
Warren also was present, and Dr. Hart- 
man handed him the organs. Dr. War- 
ren sealed them in clean glass jars and 
took them to his laboratory at the med- 
ical department of Washington Univer- 
sity, where the tests were made. Dr. 
Hartman accompanied him, and. there 
made further examination of the organs,

F. W. Mott, Chairman of the Public 
Service Commission, and Arthur Bar- 
rett; president of the United Free Bridge 
Committee, they had called on Represen- 
tatives and Senators and induced the 
Judiciary Committee of the House to 
recommend a bill for the appointment of 
a fifth judge when the four Circuit 
judges sitting as a special court, . fail 
to agree, as they did in the Terminal 
case. 


Does Not Criticize Judges, 
“T am not here,” began Gerhart, “to 


criticise the judges. That would not be 
fit for me to do. 

‘*Louder,’’ shouted a voice in the rear 
of the hall. 

“But,” resumed Gerhart, “you will 
remember that when the suit of 
United States Government came be- 
fore four. judges of the United States 
Circuit Court of this district, two 
were for dissolution of the Terminal 
Association and two stood for a dis- 
missal of the suit.” 

“Louder,” the vice repeated. 

“We went to Washington, thun- 
dered Gerhart, “to bring about 
legislation that will prevent such 
a unique situation as the same argu- 
ments in a suit being presented to 
the same four judges for a new de- 
cision when those judges have al- 
ready declared that two of them view 
the question in one way and two in 
another.” 

Sent Back to Same Judges. 

“When the Terminal case was take 
} before the Supreme Court of the United 
States that court held that it had no 
authority to review the case, as it was 
not a ease on appeal, but merely one 
that had been certified to it by four 
judges of the Circuit Court. The United 
States Supreme Court does not have 
original jurisdiction, and so sent the 
case back to the same judges for trial. 

“I wish the members of this exchange

He Tells on Witness Stand 
Fiancee’s Aunt Bossed

Pastor Earl Hewson of the Reber 
Place Congregational Church, opposing 
the divorce suit of his wife, Mrs. Ger- 
trude Hewson, testified in the Clayton 
Circuit Court Friday that he was a 
mere boy when their wedding occurred, 
that he\married his wifé more from pity 
than love, and that he was “rallroaded”’ 
into the unfon by the enterprise of Mrs.

The clergyman blushed fiery red with 
anger to the roots of his hair. 

“Tell us some more of those narrow- 


gauge tactics,’ teased Nichols, 


“I guess you've had enough of them,” 
roared the minister, in a voice so loud, 
compared with his former, half-audible 
tones, that several persons in the courf- 
room jumped to their seats. 

“Mrs. Farnsworth wrote the love let- 
ters for her niece,’’ declared Hewson, 
and his wife, who was sitting nearby, 
burst into indignant tears. 

“I suppose my fiancee knew how to 


write,’ said the preacher sarcastically, | 


“but I recognized the chirography of 
her aunt. After the marriage, Mrs. 
Hewson confessed to. me that Mrs. 
Farmsworth conducted the courtship 


for her. 


“The aunt! worked on my feelings by 
telling me she expected to die soon, 
and could not depart in' peace if her 
niece were left in the care of her 
father, of whom Mrs, Farmsworth had 
a poor vpinion.

and hands, the pastor said he was ill 
in bed at the time. 

“Miss Horton came to. the house in 
the afternoon,”’ he related, “and of- 
fered to do the ironing so that Mrs.

‘Miss Slight came in later, and heard 
me ask Mrs, Hewson to wash my hands 
and face. She refused. Miss Slight 
went out into the kitchen and told Miss 
Horton about it. One of them got 4 
basin of water and the other bathed 
my hands and face. I heard Mrs. Hew- 
son testify that one of my women par- 
ishioners powdered my face, but I 
don't remember anything about it.”’ 

In speaking of Miss Fannie Slight, 
sister of Lilly, who took care of little 
Gertrude Hewson after her parents’ 
separation, the pastor said: 

“She was 63 years old,”’ with the ac- 
cent on the “53.” 

Hewson. declared that he had made 
every effort to effect a reconciliation 
with his wife.

to Abandon Brown Derby 
in English Capital. 


REGARDED AS _ FREAK 


He and Bertillon Expert 
Shea Are Bringing Back 
“Milwaukee Dutch.” 


Detective John P. Hannegaw and John 
M. Shea, superintendent of the Bertil- 
lon system, are due to reach St. Louls 
at 6:38 p. m. Friday, with their prisoner, 
“Milwaukee Dutch’ Methusic, and Han- 
negan’s brown derby hat, which created 
a sensation on the Strand in London. 

When interviewed by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter before taking a Pennsylvania 
train at Jersey City, Thursday after- 
noon, the two 8t: Louis officers were 
overflowing with their London experi- 
ences. They were there from April 5 to 
May 17, as Methusic made a desperate 
fight against extradition. 

“What the London people live on I 
don't know,” said Shea, “but they all 
wear silk hats. Hannegan had the only 
brown derby in London, and when he 
and I would walk down the Strand his 
hat would nearly start a riot. The crowd 
would gaze at it and shout, and they 
spotted us at once for a ‘couple of 
Yankees.’ ' 

Londoners Followed Hat. 

“Tf it hadn’t been for those kings and 
notables that came after Edward died, I 
guess the Londoners would have fol- 
lowed Hannegan all over the city just 
to get a look at the hat. He was 50 
embarrassed at being gaped at ‘like a 
freak that he tried to get a hat some- 
thing like the Britishers were wearing, 
but he wouldn't stand for a top hat, 
because he said even the bootblacks 
wore them. 

“He had an awful time getting. an- 
other hat, too. You see, Hannegan’s 
head calls for a pretty big hat, but he 
finally got a ‘bowler’ and wore it until 
we were ready to start back, when 
he gave it to the porter at the hotel, 
and put on the brown derby again."’ 

“We saw Col. Roosevelt when we 
reached London,’’ interrupted Hanne- 
gan, changing the subject. “He was 
at the American Embassy, and there 
was quite a little crowd present. But 
there was none of the cheering we 
should have expected had he arrived 
before the death of the King.’ 

Trouble Identifying Prisoner,

Louis, Shea replied: 


CHICAGO, May 27.—On the eve of his 
announced retirement James A. Pat- 
ten has been compelled to abandon his 
big deal in September wheat.

STORY OF THE WIND 


Martin Green Wrote Descrip- 
tion of Tornado That Is 
Considered Classic. 


Friday is the fourteenth anniversary 
of the great cyclone of May 2, 1896, 
which killed and maimed hundreds of 
persons in St. Louis and East St. Louis, 


and destroyed property in South St. 
Louis valued at many millions. 

Hardly a trace remains today of the 
ravages wrought by the memorable tor- 
nado. Its chief trace is to be seen in 
the walls of some Svuth Side buildings, 
where a ragged line divides the bricks 
left standing by the wind from those 
which were laid in place of wrecked 
courses. 

The most vivid description of the great 
storm was written by “Martin Green, 
then a St.: Louis newspaper writer, now 
a member of the New York Evening 
World staff. .He saw the cyclone from 
the tower of the Federal buliding. It is 
considered a classic and is here repro- 
duced: 

“At 4:30 banks of green clouds to the 
north and the west took on a-brighter 
hue, and hung closer to the earth. 
From out of the east drifted big, black, 
heavy shapes of vapor, laden with 
lightning that fiashed in sheets and 
forks. A cool breeze sprung up that 
seemed to have in it an odor of burnt 
leather. 


Clouds Gather Like Soldiers. 
“A few minutes before 5 o'clock the 


forces of the air began to marshal for 
the attack on the city. Long lines of 


{clouds in array like trained soldiers 


suddenly ceased shifting from place to 
place and took up a steady, swift pro- 
cession for the west. Out of the south- 
east they came close to the earth, heavy 
and ominous-looking, breathing light- 
ning. 

“All the time the clouds were gather- 
ing in the west, the wind was rising and 
from the Weather Observatory was ob- 
tained awiew of the most brilliant elec- 
trical display ever seen in St. Louis. 
Against a background of various tints 
of green, forks and sheets of luminous 
balls of fire, colored purple and blue, 
shot out, accompanied by roars of 
thunder. 

“All the while to the south the sky 
remained bright and nearly clear, bath- 
ing the tall towers of the city in a 
golden glow. 

‘Stray masses of cloud, floating away 
off from the center of .disturbance, 
seemed to take life suddenly and fair- 
ly sail across the horizon to join the 
destructive mass in process of forma- 
tion. | 

“‘At 5:10, while darkness was swiftly 
settling down over the roofs of. the 
city, a slight rain was .seen coming 
from the South. Away below in. the 
streets people could be seen scurrying 
to places of safety and street cars were 
compelled to wait long on the corners 
for the crowds. desiring to get aboard. 
Signs begun to creek and swing wildly. 
and strange blue. ball begun to flash 
along the telegraph and trolley wires. 


Wind Increases in Force 
“Over the horizon just south of west 


came a horrible front of surging, flash- 
ing, angry clouds. Outriders of light- 
ning led the way, and galloping balls 
of fire ran in and out of the main 
ranks. The elongated shape of the col- 
umn was lost, but the two armies were 
there, firmly packed together. The in- 
strument that records the speed of the 
wind began to hum, then stopped, and 

again began to hum, 

“The light green of the sky was hidden 
behind a wall of mist, out of which 
hung long ropes of blue light rapidly un- 
folded, and fell toward the ground. At 
5:17 a glance at the instrument showed 
a wind velocity of 80 miles an hour. 

“Then came th/ grand charge of the 
elements. The tidvancing army came 
on with a shriex, and dashed itself 
against the town.) Thunder rolled like 
the boom of eanfipn s, and the air be- 
came dense as with smoke. Out of the 
low bank came ‘Wheets of rain that 
penetrated eyerything. For a minute it 
was as dark as night. 

“And then the watchers saw the great 
battle. The storm~king and the fire 
king, combined on the attack on St. 
Louis. The air was filled with light 
and heavy debris, tributes to the might 
of wind. For 13 minutes the wind tore 
put of the northeast. 


‘Down in the street could be seen. the 


result of the attack of the invading 
hosts on the subtle agent of man, elec- 
tricity. In all directions the long lines 
of telegraph poles were flashing — 
of blue flame. 
“Bulldings swayed and creaked in the 
powerful blast. The wind came down in 
the streets, picked up~ buggies and 
turneé them ovér. It filled the air with 
flying bricks and timbers, and made the 
ears horrified with the crash of falling 
signs, and breaking windows and the 
eks of men and women. 
“Tt was 5:35 when the army of the air 
withdrew from ths assault. Then the 
rain came down in torrents and drenched 


the throngs hurrying through the 
‘streets. It- was a wonderful rain, & 


steady, pounding, penetrating rain that 
seemed to gather strength as it fell. 
~ “Amid the horror and the wild rumors

TIDE OF PROFANITY 


Priest Organizes Society 
That Will Discourage Blas- 
phemous . Language. 


In an effort to dam. the tide of’pro- 
fanity, the Rev. Father Timothy Demp- 
sey has sent out on the streets and into 
businéss houses 200 antl-cussword -cru- 
saders. Not only will they avoid swear- 
ing themselves, but they will remon- 
strate with those using profane ex- 
pressions whenever their remonstrances 
seem likely to have any effect. 

The bulletin board fan who is excited 
to verbal violence by untimely hits by 
the other team, or strike-outs by the 
home team, will be likely to feel a hand 
laid on his shoulder, and to hear the 
man behind him say: 

“Pardon me, but isn't: that last re- | 
mark of yours a Hfttle 8 amet than 
the facts warrant?” 


May Effect Sale of Hats. 

If the crusaders find that they are 
only eausing more profanity by these 
tactics, and are being called butters- 
in beside, Father Dempsey has stg- 
gested one way they can give weight 
to their sentiments. 

‘Tf you are buying a hat from a man,” 
said the pastor of St. Patrick's, “and 
he swears about the weather, you can 
very easily let him see that his lan- 
guage is not helping his prospect of 
selling you the hat. It will set him 
to thinking and may cure him of the 
habit.’’ 

Father Dempsey says one of his ob- 
jects in organizing the parish anti- 
swearifig league, officially known as 
the Holy Name Society, was to bring 
back to the church persons who have 
left it or remained away from it be- 
cause of the profanity of church-goers. 

Weuld Restore Reverence, 

“Tt have good reasons,” says Father 
Dempsey, ‘‘for believing that non-church- 
goers would come back to the church 
if profanity were eliminated among 
church people. It is profanity that un- 
dermines the foundations of religion, 
for religion is reverence for sacred 
things. Create a reverence for the Holy 
Name and. you will restore the religious 
feeling. 

“I would not advise a member of the 
Hely Name Soctety when he meets a 
man cursing in the street always to 
remonstrate with him. That would oft- 
en only make the féllow swear the more, 
or swear at the remonstrator purely to 
annoy him, for all profanity springs from 
‘general cussedness.’ Neither would I 
have the man who is trying to break 
himself of the habit ejaculate alov.d a 
little prayer instead. That would sub- 
ject him to-the greatest ridicule and 
would not accomplish any good for 
others. 

“lf your judgment tells you that by 
speaking to. the man you might do 
good, then, I say, speak to him. But 
always use diplomacy. Don't get your- 
self into a ridiculous position. 

Reflection as a Cure. 

“Reflection is the best means of over- 
coming this meanest of all habits. 
When you get up in the morning think 
over the number of times you have been 


| profane the day before. Think of the 


bad example you are giving to the 
young, your own children, that you do 
not wish to use bad language, but who 
will get the habit from you as you got 
it from others,
